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An  axiom  among  the  rich  advises  thatif  you  want  to  stay  rich  you  should  get  richer. 
We  have  never  wholly  grasped  the  dynamics  of  this  idea,  or  the  poignant  isolation  it 
suggests  among  those  who  have  nowhere  to  go  but  down,  or  its  fitness  as  a  motto  to 
be  hung  above  the  cradle.  Yet  in  one  respect  it  rings  true  even  for  those  who  have 
nowhere  to  go  but  up,  and  we  treasure  it  for  this  reason.  Success  means  hazard— that 
is  the  teaching,  as  we  understand  it.  The  farther  you  get  toward  your  aim,  the  less 
you  should  expect  from  helping  hands.  What  succeeds  requires  no  help.  What  succeeds 
can  fend  for  itself. 

1956  was  by  every  count  the  most  successful  year  in  KPFA's  history.  Subscriptions 
grew  at  such  a  rate— there  was  a  net  gain  of  1, 160  for  the  year— that  they  actually 
covered  about  60%  of  KPFA's  operating  costs,  even  though  the  costs  increased  too. 
The  Supplementary  Subscription  Plan  (sustaining,  contributing  and  patron  subscriptions) 
brought  in  $13,  000  above  the  revenue  from  the  regular  roster.  Program  activity  was 
extended  into  new  projects  for  national  distribution,  for  which  special  foundation 
grants  were  needed.  Even  FM,  the  "Forgotten  Medium,"  staggered  up  with  unexpected 
life;  and  Subscribers  Supply  Service,  the  KPFA  affiliate,  distributed  more  FM  receiving 
equipment  than  any  other  outlet  in  the  Bay  Area,   by  quite  a  margin. 

There  was  no  way  to  disguise  it.  Compared  with  the  doleful  attritions  of  the  past, 
KPFA  was  having  a  whopping  success,  and  looked  to  have  more.  Instead  of  those  epic 
deficits  in  five  figures  which  were  the  whole  drama  of  the  thing  for  so  long,  the  sta- 
tion could  anticipate  only  extremely  difficult,  essentially  comic  deficits  in  four 
figures.  But  the  penalty  of  this  success  has  visited  us  in  various  inquiries  demanding 
how  it  can  be,  now  that  everything  is  taken  care  of,  that  we  are  still  heard  bruising 
the  calm  and  enjoyment  of  KPFA's  audience  with  arguments  for  help. 

Our  explanation  follows.  First,  KPFA  is  operated  on  a  current  cash  basis.  If  sub- 
scriptions plus  donations  in  a  given  month  fall  short  of  operating  expenses  for  that 
month,  there  is  an  immediate  deficit,  no  matter  how  excellently  the  general  progress 
goes.  Secondly,  since  fund-raising  is  always  uncertain  and  never  wholly  successful, 
KPFA  will  have  occasional  shortages,  hence  occasional  emergencies  of  this  kind  until 
the  subscription  roster  actually  supplies  all  the  operating  costs.  It  is  expected  to  sup- 
ply about  70°/o  of  costs  in  1957;  we  are  still  30%  unsuccessful,  poor,  and  deserving. 
Thirdly,  the  costs  of  operating  a  radio  station  have  increased  radically  since  KPFA 
was  started.  Personnel  is  the  chief  expense  item  on  KPFA's  budget;  but  entering  em- 
ployment at  KPFA  involves  neither  the  vow  of  poverty  nor  the  vow  of  celibacy,  and 
since  growing  families  are  dependent  on  the  station's  payroll  it  has  been  necessary  to 

institute  a  living  wage.  , _.  ,     .  0.

We  cannot  deny  the  success  of  the  thing,  but  we  call  on  the  patience  and  philanthropy 
of  the  audience  to  allow  for  that  appealing  margin  of  failure  necessary  to  the  station's 
support— at  least  until  KPFA  has  12,000  subscribers  and  not  another  friend  in  the  worJd.
